Death | of Major Morgan. 


Deceased Leaves Relatives in Madoc 


Township. 


The subject of the following sketch, 
which we take from the Simcoe, Bri- 
tish Canadian,” of February 4th ult., 
was known to a great many of our 
readers. He was born in Rawdon 
township, and was a nephew of Mrs. 


S. Blair, of Cooper, and consequently 
afull cousin of Messrs. Hugh M. and 
Wm. Blair, of Madoc township :— 


The funeral of the late Major William Mor- 
ount Pleasant Cemetery, Walsingham Centre, 
on Tuesday afternoon of last week, It was u 
dor the au pices of Walsingham Lodge, A. F. & 
A. M., Port Rowan, and was oue of the largest 
funerals ever held in the Township. The Wor- 
shipfal Master of the Lodge, Rev, Mr. Shore, 
read the beautiful Masonic ritual at the house 
and at the grave. Among those who attended 
from this town were Major G. A. Curtis and 
Messrs. C. C. Rapelje. H. 8. Falle, F. Reid, H. B. 
Donly and W. K. Tisdale. 
* Major Morgan was a young man, although be 
had a comparatively long experience in busi- 
nest and Bad taken a prominent part in bis 
country's affairs. Though but a boy in 1866, he 
went to the front with his father’s company of 
volunteers and took a mand part during the 
excitement of the Fenian invasion. He continu- 
ed his connection with the force for several 
years, and when he retired was Paymaster of 
the 39th iment with the rank of Major. 

In 1879, when he was but twenty-nine years 
of age, he was elected to represent South Nor 
folk in the Local Legislature, and served as a 
member of that body for three consecutive 
terms gaining a reputation for honesty, integrity 
industry, which gave bim an bonorable place 
among the statesinen of the province. 

As @ business man he was very successful. 
The people had confidence in him. He was 
never known to do a mean act, For s short 
time he conducted a store in Port Rowan, but 
afterwards removed to Walsingbain Centre. 
where his simple bomely life, his kind heart, 
his gentle manners and disposition, won for 
Him the affection and good will of the com- 
munity. No man could have more or truer 
triends in a little village than he bad, and no 
man could ‘orm the duties of friendship 
more faitnfally than he did. In fact his simple 
straight-forward manliness was the keystone of 
hia greatness, for he was a great man in the 
truest sense of the word, His success in busi 
ness did not make bim vain. In fact he did 
not know he was popular or well beloved, or at 
all events the coasciousness of it was never 
manifest in his conduct, or in any way observ- 
able by the people. 

He leaves a widowed mother and two sisters 
Mrs. James Knowles and Miss Morgan--who are 
deeply grieved because of bis early death.

10 REVISE “JAIL SYSTEM. 


Govermment Gives Indication of 
Its Intention. 


A Kingston despatch says — While 
visiting the city, Inspector Cham- 
berlain intimated that he intended 
recommending to the Ontario Gov- 
ernment the re-establishment of its 
jail system, and the arrangement of 
jails districts. For instance, he 
would advise that the jail in Kings- 
ton serve the purpose of the Coun- 
ties Of Frontenac, Lennox and Ad- 
dington, instead of only Frontenac, 
as at present.

AS NATURE INTENDED,

If not then, it most certainly would, 
should he attempt to break it. Of 
course, he has horses, but they are 
of the old, worn-out type. The new 
animals he buys may be in good 
condition, but he soon takes that 
out of them. An intelligent animal 
soon learns his driver's waye and 
knows what is expected of him; but 
this man’s horses, when he happens 
to be out of sorts, are jerked, yelled 
at and beaten until the spirit is out 
of them and they become but old 
plugs. Such teams cannot accom- 
plish half the work well-cdred for 
and kindly treated horses will do.

II., 
as all flock owners know, it is of 
importance to keep dogs and such 
worrying and scaring animals away 
from the flock, how much more so it 
is that the one they must look to 
for care and protection should not 
be an object of fear and annoyance 
to them. The dog on the farm can 
be an intolerable nuisance or the 
most valued assistant of the farmer, 
and trained with patience it de- 
pends upon the farmer himself which 
it shall be. A cur should not be 
kept on any farm, but if a young 
dog is taken by the farmer and 
trained with patience and kindness. 
it will become of inestimable worth.

COOKING FOOD. 


Every farmer that wishes to fare 
for hit animals in the best way 
should dave utensils for the heating 


of water and cooking feed for stock. 


By this we do not mean to say that 
it will pay to cook all kinds of feed 
or any one kind for all purposes, but 
there are many times and conditions 


when such apparatus can be used. 


We cook food for homan beings for 
Several reasons. One ot these oh 
jects is to kill disease germ in the 
| food. Cooking food for animale has 
a tendency in the same direction. It 
costs semething for fuel but this 
cost is very largely offset by the 
benefits derived from conveying heat 
to the animal bodies, and thus ga v 
img the expense of carbonaceous 
materials. It is cheaper to provide 
heat from coal or wood than make it 
out of the tissues of the anitwal 
body. The comfort of the animals 
in the coldest days of winter is 
greatly Increased by the warming of 
the drinking water the cooking 
of part of the food] has commercial 
value tous, It has something to 
do withthriftiness of the feed. 
The ‘comfort of our farm is in the 
stock, and this increases the posai- 
bilities of profitable feeding. One 
of the great advantages in the cock 
ing of feed for stock is in being able 
to use for feed some classes of farm 
products that could not otherwise 
be so used. Some farmers find it 
advisable to cook their potatoes for 
stock, mixing them with meal and 
ground cats. The boiling of sugar 
beets for dairy cows precipitates the 
bitter principle that sometimes  af- 
fects ‘the milk.

idea of saving your teeth. It spoils.

Don't use steel knives for cutting 
fish, oysters, sweetbreads or brains.

Don’t scrub your reſrigerator with 
warm water. When necessary sponge 
it out quickly with two ounces of 
formaldehyde in two parts of cold 
Water. 

Don't put tablecloths and napkins 
that are fruit-stained into hot soap- 
suds ; it sets or fixes the stains. Re- 
move the stains first with dilute 
oxalic acid, washing quickly in clear 
water.

Don’t salt or pepper your food 
before tasting it, and even then do 
so very unostentatiously—it is a 
criticism on the cook. Never put 
ice in your wine—it is a criticism on 
the taste of the host. The small 
plate at the left is for bread as 
well as butter. Individual batter 
plates of small size \ are out ot 
fashion. 

Don’t sprinkle salt for the celery 
on the cloth or on your plate.

There is atmosphere that really in- 
toxicates, and not because it is full 
of azone and oxygen, but because it 
is laden with alcohol. 

It is an established fact that a 
walk through the cellars at the 
London docks, where large quantities 
of spirits are stored, has at first a 
peculiarly stimulating effect, follow- 
ed by depression and headache. 

In the samo way the stranger on 
his visit to the great sherry bode- 
gas in the south of Spain experiences 
at first a decided sense of exhilara- 
tion, with quickening of the pulse, 
followed by a narcotic effect, a feel- 
ing of languor and headache. In the 
great brandy stores at Cognac, 
again, to some people the air is ineb- 
riating. It might be naturally ex- 
pected that the more volatile consti- 
tuents of wines and spirits would be 


the first to evaporate into the air, | 


and possibly the volatile odors 
would thus prevail. 

The effect of inhaling the air of the 
sherry vaults is more marked than 
when other spirituous liquids are 
kept in the store. It is, of course, 
well known that sherry is a highly 
ethereal wine. There is, therefore, 
some ground for concluding that 
when air is impregnated with the 
volatile vapors of spirits or Wines it 
has a marked effect upon health. 

According to an examination made 
of the air of a distillery, it would 
appear that no less than an ounce 
of proof spirit, or half an ounce of 
absolute alcohol, may be present in 
five cubic feet of air.

It possesses the power hitherto 
thought to be possessed only by the 
sun—that of emitting light. It is 
called one of the freaks of nature. 
No source has been discovered which 
can be called accountable for the 
strange power it possesseq. Like the 
sun, radium seems to be self-auffi- 
cient. It goes on giving light and 
heat for years without seeming to 
be diminished in power and without 
heing replenished. 


TREMENDOUS POWER. 


The smallest bit of this metal plac- 
ed on the skin will cause a sore 
which will take months to beal, A 
pound of it pla in a jar and en- 
posed in a room Would burn every 
person in the room to death, 

In the course of experiments with 
the metal one scientist put a small 
quantity, held in a glass tube, io his 
vest pocket. Within six hours it had 
burned a sore on his body directly 
opposite the glass tube, and for 
months this sore did not heal. This 
Was an infinitesimal quantity or the 
powerful metal. 

A glans tube with small guantity 
of the metal was tied to me coat 
sleeve of another scientist and with- 
in a couple of hours a hole was 
burned through hie coat and a se 
vere burn inflicted on his arm. 

Scientists who have experimented 
with it are beginning to doubt the 
veracity of accepted theories of light 
and matter. Whether the wave 
theory of light will have to ‘be 
abandoned for the old corpugcular 
theory of its composition and the 
atomic theory of matter renounced 
remains to be seen. : 


TWO POUNDS IN EXISTENCE. 

For the value of the metal Sir 
William Crookes stands responsible, 
He has been quoted as saying that a 
pound of radium would cost a mil- 
lion dollars, and that there te not 
altogether two pounds of it is ex- 
istence. So it may be seen with 
what small quantities the scientists 
are experimenting. The best product 
has come from the French labora- 
tories. That made in Germany is 
not well refined. The metal gives off 


its rays with a varying velocity that 


is sometimes as great as 100,000 
miles a second, or about two-thirds 
the velocity of light. Speaking of 
its tremendous velocity, Sir William 
Crookes said that one gram of. elec- 
trons given off by radium is enough 
to lift the whole British navy to 
the top of Ben Nevis. 
HOW IT WAS DISCOVERED. 


When Roentgen announced in 1895 
his discoyery of the X-rays other in- 
vestigators were quick to take up 
the study of radiation and radio- 
active matter. Ags is well known, 
a striking featuré of the X-ray 18 
its ability to make various sub- 
stances fluoresce ; that is, to bo- 
come self-luminous while exposed to 
the action of the rays. This was the 
starting point for the study of ra- 
diant energy and radiant matter. 
One of the most distinguished ex- 
perimenters in this tield was Sir 
William Crookes. He found that by 
passing a powerful charge of elec- 
tricity through a vacuum tube ox 
hausted to one-millionth of an atmios- 
phere molecules of the gas tn 
tube ere thrown out from the nega- 
tive pole in streams strong enough 
to set u finely balanced wheel in 
motion. These minute projected par- 
ticles were called by Crookes radiant 
matter of electrons. They are in- 
finitely cmaller than atoms, which 
in the natural state have been re 
garded as the ultimate division of 
matter. A few years ago M. Henri 
Becquerel made the remarkable dis- 
covery that the metal uranium pos- 
sestzes the property of giving out 
radiations identical in nature with 
the electrons or radiant matter ot 
the Crookes tube.

The Mines of Canada. 


Statisties For the Year show Large 
Production. 


— 


Montreal, March 5.— The sixth an- 
nual meeting of the Canadian Minin 
Institute is in full blast at the Wind- 
sor, and is so far an unqualified suc- 
cess. The institute has awakened to 
the fact that Toronto does not realize 
its greatness. A pitying smile went 
round the room yesterday when some 
one mentioned a recent so-called 
mining convention” in that city, but 
the secretary, Mr. R. B. A. Bell, ex- 
plained that Toronto was rather to be 
pitied than scorned. The institute had 
ap to date regularly held its meetings 
in Montreal. There was a reason for 
this, in the fact that Toronto had not 
a hotel where they could be accomo- 
dated, and they found it of the ut- 
most benefit to be liying and meeting 
in the same building, as they were 
able to do at the Windsor. However, 
that difficulty would shortly be ro- 
moved in Toronto, and he saw no 
reason why the institute's meetings 
should not move around the country 
and even visit Victoria, They had 
already planned for gathering last 
year at Sault Ste. Marie, but unfort- 
unately the men they were to have 
met with there had been unable to 
attend and the meeting was called 
off. Théy hoped, however, to haye a 
meeting at the Sault in the course of 
the coming year. The Proyince ‘of 
Ontario really knew next to nothing 
about the institute, and it was a grea’ 
rity. ‘ 
b Among other interesting points the 
President's address drew attention to 
the fact that the death rate in the 
coal mines of Nova Scotia was less in 
proportion to the quantity of coal 
mined than in either the States or 
England, the figures for 1901, the last 
obtainable, showing one death for 
194,000 tons in the United States, 216,- 


12000 tons in England, and 240,000 tons 


in Nova Scotia. 

President Fergie, who has head- 
quarters in Westville, N. S., told his 
audience that the total mineral pro- 
duction in the Dominion for the ye 
1902 iin $70,000,000. ere 
had been a falling off in the_produc- 
tion of British Columbia and in the 
Yukon gold field, but everywhere else 
the advance had been conspicuous. 
The total amount of coal produced in 
Canada last year was 6,685,654 tons. 
Canada imported in the same period, 
round and slack, 3,806,129 tons, and 
exported 20,002,068 tons to the United 
States, Europe, and Newfoundland. 
Adding to what remained in Canada 
after the exported coal was deducted, 
the umount of anthracite consumed, 
it would be found that the total coal 
consumption of the Dominion was 
0,353,; tons. Mr. Fergie said that 
the total number of men employed in 
coal mining in Nova Scotia was 8,500. 
Of these 6,000 are employed under 
ground and 2.500 on surface.

Tf some of the farmers who are 
discouraged because they have not 
made a fortune of their farms, and 
who feel inclined to envy their 
brother tollers in the city, imagining 
that life in the city is more desir- 
able than theirs, easier and filled 
with plenty of leisure to enjoy all 
the ures With which the rustic 
imagination gilde and glorifies those 
distant scenes and activities, they 
need only try to und out their mis- 
take.

To the city man of ordinary means 
and opportunities, who, like the or- 
dinary farmer, has a bank account. 
to fall back upon in cases of emer 
gency, life is one rind, and with- 
out the soothing influences of nature 
that surround the farmer, to quiet 
the fever and unrest with which the 
struggle, competition and turmoil 
around bim keep his nerves on the 
rack day after day.

It 
taves some strength and effort to dig 
a living out of the ground. It ia 
not easy to earn a living, much less 
a fortune, without effort, and the 
farmer is not the only one who 
Sweats. Brain workers have no 
sinecure, although some ignorant 
persons imagine that all they have 
to do is to sit at a desk and add 
up figures, or to twiddle a pen in 
their fingers. The life of a salesman 
behind the counter is wearisome and 
monotonous. The beautiful days of 


spring go by, the birds are singing 


as they build their nests, the flowers 
are blooming in the valleys and on 
the hillsides, and the grass is grow- 
ing greener and greener in the mea- 
dows ; yet never a glimpse does he 
get of the beauty of the bright 
world except when he can take a car 
ride of an evening, or on a Sunday 
or holiday. A grocer’s clerk works 
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sumptuous living, but it may 
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more hours and harder, than the 


average country boy, who can g 
to the corner and pitch quoits or 
gossip with his cronies, when 

city young man is just getting home 
from work ; and as for the man who 
delivers milk in the city he has even 
harder work and longer hours. At 
4 in the morning and even earlier, 
his. Waggon is heard in the streets, 
and himself racing from top to bot- 
tom of the high apartment buildings 
in the cold and sleet of a mid-win- 
teres morning, or in the enervating 
heat of summer. At break-neck 
speed he goes, and one could almost 
imagine that his life depended upon 
getting through his rounds in due 
season.

There are the 
icemen carrying 50 pounds and often

is probably not more than it should 
be, considering the amount of 
strength expended. Hard as the 
work is, and moderate as is the 
pay, no man can afford to lose his 
job ; so he has to be very, careful 
not to antagonize his employers in 
any way.

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THE GARBAGE PAIL. 


If anything has to be neglected, 
don't let it be the garbage pail. 
Dust on the piano is bad. Specks 
on the mirror or window are annoy- 
ing. You can't always find time to 
bake a enke for tea, nor pie for des- 
sert. The sheets and towels may 
have to be folded and put under a 
Weight to save ironing; the baby 
Wears colored slips to economize in 
washing. All these limitations may 
be grievous in a measure, but they 
are not of vital importance. 

The care of the garbage is neces- 
gary. Death and destruction sit on 
the brim of the neglected pail, and 
bacteria and inicrobes — malevolent

Once a week a dis- 
infectant is in order. A good one 
to keep on hand is prepared in this 
way: Dissolve a half pint of wash- 
ing soda in six quarts of boiling wa- 
ter. A cupful of this added to the 
cleaning water will be quite suffi- 
cient. 

Do not throw the contents of the 
pail, if it be trimmings and parings 
of vegetables, etc., on the garden to 
decay. If there are no animals on 
the place to eat them, either bury 
them, and thus enrich the soil, or 
burn. If the latter, dry out first, 
0 as not to crack the stove. Or- 
ange and lemon peelings, peach, ap- 
ricot and cherry pits make admira- 
when dried. Bones 
burned and pounded are excellent for 
making hens lay or for giving an 
impetus to your rose bushes or 
grapevines. 

If you have no drain, and are fore- 
ed to throw your dish water out on 
the ground, a solution of copperas 
(a pound and a half to a gallon of 
water is a good proportion) should 
be-sprinkled around once or twice a 
week,

DOMESTIC RECIPES. 


Meat Pie.—Take 1 cup cold chop- 
ped meat, 1 small onion finely chop- 
ped (or 1 teaspoon onion juice), salt 
and pepper to taste! 4 cup gravy, or 
soup stock. Put into a deep dish, 
cover with mashed potatoes and 
bake 20 minutes in a hot oven. 

One-Half Cup Cake.—Take 4 cup 
molasses, ; cup sugar, ; cup butter, 
4 cup sour milk, 1 egg, 1 teaspoon 
soda, 1 teaspoon each clove, all- 
spice and cassia, salt. Flour en- 
ough for a batter. : 

Sweet Potato Hint.—When sweet 
potatoes are high, a few can be 
made to go a long way, if to them 
are added as many Irish ones. They 
are delicious thus mixed, whether in 
fried or mashed potatoes. Of course 
they cannot well be mixed in any 
other way of serving. 

Squash Biscuit.—To 2 quarts bread 
sponge raised once, add one pint 
baked Hubbard squash run through 
a coarse sieve, 4 cup sugar, 2 tabre- 
spoons butter. Raise in bulk, add- 
ing enough flour to stiffen, Then 
form into small biscuit and let rise 
again. Bake in a quick oven. 

Rye Bread.—Make a sponge in the 
flour at night, the same aa for wheat 
bread, with warm milk and 4 cup 
homemade potato yeast. Put in a 
warm place to rise. In the morn- 
ing add more warm milk, 1 teaspoon 
salt, a small pinch of soda, 3 table- 
spoons of molasses. Knead soft. 
When light, put into pans and let 
rise again. Bake in a quick oven. 

Orange Marmalade.—Cut one dozen 
large navel oranges into very thin 
slices, cutting crosswise. Leave the | 
peel on, but remove the core. Put 
into a porcelain kettle, add two | 
quarts of cold water and let stand | 
over night in a cool place. Boil very | 
slowly for two hours, then add six 
pounds o. granulated sugar and boil | 
slowly till clear. Pat into small

Belleville, March 8.—A runaway 
accident happened yesterday after- 
noon close to the village of Fox- 
boro, which resulted in the death 
of one person, and serious, possibly 
fatal, injury to another. It appears 
that Mr. John Lithgow ot Chatter- 
ton, accompanied by bis sister-in- 
law, Miss Johnston of this city, was 
driving home after a visit to Belle- 
ville. Mr. Lithgow's team was a 
spirited one. and while trying to 
pass another rig on the road the 
two conveyances collided, trighten- 
ing Lithgow's horses, which started 
to run away. After going a short 
distance the waggon struck a bad 
piece of FUα and both the occu- 
pants were thrown on: Miss 
Johnston had fiye ribs broken 
her fall, the splintered ribs pene- 
trating her heart. She died in 
twenty minutes. Mr. Lithgow was 
also badly hurt. He was conveyed 
to his home, and the doctors are not 
able to state whether he will suc- 
cumb to his injuries or not. He is 
well-known and prominent farmer, 
who has many friends in this county. 
Miss Johnston was a sister of 
School Inspector Johnston of this 
city. She was about fitty years of 
age.

INTERNATIONAL LESSON, 

MARCH 15. 
Text of the Lesson, Acts xis. 29- 
40, Golden Text, Ps. xxxi., 2-31. 


20. And the whole city was filled 
with confusion. 

This great stir was because busi- 
ness was being interfered with. The 
word of God grew so mightily and 
80 prevailed (verse 20) that the wor- 
shippers of Diana were not so plen- 
tiful and there was not the same 
call for silver shrines as formerly 
(22-27). What a glorious testimony 
verse 26 is to the power of the gos- 
pel. We think of chapter v, 28, and 
the high priest’s testimony that the 
apostles had filled Jerusalem with 
their doctrine. Where is there like 
goal now and where is the devil dis- 
turbed by the preachers of the gos- 
pel? ‘Where are those who cry out, 
„Great is Jesus of Nazareth!“ with 
the same zeal that these people cried, 
“Great is Diana of the Ephesians!“ 
(verses 28, 34). The temple at 
Ephesus was ond of the wonders- of 
the world, and its magnificence was 
no doubt very great, but it was the 
work of man and for man’s glory 
and for the worship of the devil, for 
all sacrifice and worship that is not 
to God is to the devil (1 Cor. X., 
20). All the confusion in Ephesus 
at thie time was of the devil also, 
for God is not a God of confusion, 
but of peace! (1 Cor. xiv., 28).

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FALLACIES ABOUT FOODS. 


Some Eminent British Advice on 
Whatto Eat and Why. 


One hour was spent at the head- 
quarters of the National Health So- 
ciety by Dr. Robert Hutchison in 
ruthlessly destroying some cherished 
popular fallacies about food, says 
the London Mail. Dr. Hutchison is 
demonstrator in physiology at 
London Hospital Medical College. 

The poor should give their chil- 
dren less bread-and-jam and more 
dripping,“ he said. The main fault 
in our national feeding is that we 
consume too much starch and sugar 
and too little fat. Many of the chil- 
dren grow up stunted and badly de- 
veloped, largely because of the, de- 
ficiencies in feeding. Butter as a 
food is of the highest value, and 
the use of margarine should be 
greatly increased. Margarine is a 
substance that does not deserve all 
the opprobrium poured upon it. It 
is made in a Way that is open to no 
sort of objection. It is physiologic~ 
ally equal to butter, is easily di- 
gested, and ip an excellent supplier 
of energy. 

Lentils, pead, haricot, beans, and 
oatmeal should be eaten, and meat 


in-proper quantities. Oatmeal should | 


be given to children, particularly in 
place of the bread-and-jam. 

1 . not urge the 
dweller to be a vegetarian, con- 
tinued Dr. Hutchison, but I would 
advise the poor that they can get a 
much larger quantity of  waste-re- 
pairing and energy and heat-forming 
food for a shilling in the form of 
pulse food than in meat or animal 
form. The home bloater, too, is one 
of the cheapest sources of material 
for properly building up the human 
body. The economist would do well, 
too, to teach the wife of the work- 
ing man how to prepare theese in 
various ways. Cheese is an extreme 
ly nourishing food, but taken en- 
bloc’ it is somewhat difficult of di- 
gestion. If mixed up with other 
things in various Ways it can’ 
better dealt with by the stomach. 

“Some things largely taken are of 
no use in keeping up the human 
lfabri¢ and supplying energy. Tea is 
lone of these things, 
lauded meat-extracts are certainly 
not of any use in replacing the wear 
und tear of the body.“

Leaving Moscow on the Si- 
berian express one is told that the 
first stage of the journey to the 
golden East is over the plaine of 
Western Siberia.

COAL OIL IN ALBERTA. 


Some Samples Show 
Good Quality. 


For a good many years the pre- 
sence of coal oil in Southern Al- 
berta has been known, but only re- 
cently have any decided steps ‘been 
taken to ascertain the extent of the 
oil supply. The country where the 
oil deposits are is one of the rich- 
est and most picturesque districts in 
the Northwest, It lies at the foot 
of the beautiful Livingstone range of 
the Rockies, not very far from the 
Mormon settlement of Cardston, in 
a country where grain growing and 
ranching have been so successful; in 
fact, no small circle would embrace 
a country which produced wheat, 
cattle, coal and timber of the very 

t. Some ten or twelve years ago 
people who had seen the oily ap- 
pearance of the water in certain 
creeks in the vicinity, and had no- 
ticed the lumps of a pitchy oub- 
stance which appeared here and 
there, decided to investigate. 

Machinery was brought up from 
the east, and was on its way to the 
oil district when a prairie fire came 
along and burned all the woodwork 
of the apparatus. This is said to 
have so discouraged the prospectors 
that they abandoned their plans 
and made no further attempts. 

Recently, several wealthy meh, old- 
timers in the country, brought in 
| boring machinery and have sunk a 
well. The flow of oil is claimed to 
be from 100 to 300 barrels a day, 
but at present the well is stopped 
up and work can hardly be resumed 
before the spring. Samples of oil 
have been tested, and the one re- 
cently analyzed is said to be of a

GERMANY’S SYSTEM. 


The German system of sceret ser- 
vice is conducted on much more sci- 
entific lines. German knowledge of 
the United Kingdom is completer 
than that of most Englishmen. I was 
lately informed by a British diplo- 
matist of the highest rank that the 
German general staff possesses a 
schedule of the contents of all the 
chief residences in the Kingdom. 

Every picture and work of art of 
any considerable value is known t 
the German general staff, while the 
study of British topography, the 
mastery of our ordnance maps, the 
knowledge of the fords, smithies, ob- 
stacles, population and high | roads 
form the subject of examination 
from German officers who are told 
of to the duty of acquiring full 
knowledge of the counties of the 
United Kingdom. 

The German agents in England, 
who are occupied in surveying our 
country with a view to contingen- 
cies, are generally to be found in 
couples in the guise of tourists. They 
know to a head how many horses 
the Irish farmers can supply within 
a given time. They have mado a 
careful study of the idiosyncrasies of 
our leading men. Their tastey, hab- 
its, health, friends and means aro 
carefully noted by the astute Teu- 
tons, who distil the honey of infor- 
mation from English fields for the 
German hive. ‘ 

The principal feature in which Ger- 
man Secret Service differs from that 
of England is that the Germans co- 
ordinate the whole of their knowl- 
edge, and have it ready to hand in a 
concentrated form whenever it is 
required, 


ENGLISH METHODS. 


The English system is different. 
There is a Secret Service Fund con- 
trolled by the Foreign Office. So 
many Foreign Office agents are hos- 
tile to England, and are unpaid that 
the. Foreign Office service is often 
found to be useless for naval or mil- 
itary purposes. 

During the last two years the ad- 
miralty has succeeded in wresting 
from the Foreign Office the control 
of the Secret Service, so far as it 
affects the(navy. During the trou- 
ble with France over Fashoda ag- 
ents of the’ admiralty were busily 
watching French opinion in the great 
centers. The English Military In- 
telligence Department is again a sep- 
arate service.

Three companies with twenty-throe 
steamers give facilities for freight 
and passengers on the upper Yukon,

There has been a lerge drop in the 
— of many commodities as the 
fatilities for transportation between 
Dawson and the ocean have unprov- 
cd. Coffee is now sold at 50 cents a 
| pound, canned meats at 50 cents a 
can, fresh beef (the cattle boing 
| driven into the country) at the very 
low price of 25 cents a pound, pork 
and fish at 50 cents a pound pota- 
toes at $2.50 a bushel, and oranges 
at 50 cents a dozen. On the whole, 
however, living, judged by our 
standards, is still very dear. Many 
cigars sell as high as a dollar 
apiece, 

THE WAGES OF MINERS 

is 88 a day, and even at this rate 
their savings are not very large. It 
Was estimated that in 1901 the 
average purchasing power of 81 in 
eastern Canada was equal to that of 
$6. at Dawson. The ratio in 1902 
Was estimated at 81 to 84.80, show- 

ing that the high prices at Dawson 
are gradually decreasing. 

The smallest piece of money that 
has currency in the Klondike is 25 
cents. The daily papers are smaller 
than the one cent- papers of eastern 

Canada, but they sell for 25 cents a 
number, $4 by the month and 840 
by the year, payable in advance. A 
well-known person in Dawson, who 
recently said that the period of fancy 
prices had now passed away forever, 
Was compelled to admit that he had 
just paid a quarter of a doller for a 
pair of ordinary shoestrings. 

Rents are still very high. An 
office which in eastern Canada would 
be rented for $30 a month, costs 
$130 in the Klondike. 4 table 
waitress receives $100 a month and 
a maid of all work carns from $75 
to $125 a month. - 

Hotel charges are high, but not 
exorbitant for this out-of-the-way 
part of the world. A small room 
costs $2.50 a day, breakfast and 
lunch are served at 75 cents each, 
dinner at $1, and the meals are bet- 
ter than might be expected so far 
away in the wilderness. 

It is probable that for many years 
the Klondike region will be very im- 
portant in the gold industry, though 
it may never again equal its 

PAST ANNUAL RACORD, 


The placers of the Klondike yielded 
according to official figures in 1897 
$2,250,000 with no machinery and 
no roads, so that transportation 
was very difficult. The output in 
1898 was $10,000,000, and in 1899 
$16,000,000. 

In 1900, thanks to the employ- 
ment of machinery and to the fa 
cilities given by many well built 
roads, the placers turned out $22,- 
275.000. All the other gold centres 
| of Canada in that year yielded only 
$6,000,000. 

The gold product of the Klondike 
in 1901 amounted to 324,000,000, 
| Which was $4,000,000 more than 
the output from all our gold mines 
jin Alaska during the same year. It 
jis not oxpected that the Klondike 
production in 1902 will equal that 
of 1901, for no new discovery ot 
| gold was made during the year.

Chief End and 


Purpose of the Universe. 
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The attention of the thinking 
World will be attracted by # re 
markable article in the Fortnightly 
Review for March, by Dr. Alfred 
Russell) Wallace, entitled Man's 
Place in the Universe. The emin- 
ent writer has assembled all the 
latest astronomical and other scien- 
tific discoverics and knowledge bear- 
ing upon the subject. He deduces 
therefrom this marvellous theory: 

First—That the carth or solar GV 
tem is the physical centre of the 
stellar universe, 

Second—That tho supreme end and 
purpose of this vast universe was 
the production and development of 
the living soul in the perishable 
x of man. 

It npossible in a brief review 
to do more than ‘ndicate the chief 
features of Dr. Watiace’s great con- 
tribution to modern thought. He 
first reminds us that to the early 
astronomers the earth was the cen- 
tre of the visible universe, the sun, 
moon, planets and stars all revolv- 
ing around it in eccentric’ and com- 
plex orbits. After that as pro 
gressive knowledge showed us the 
utter insignificance of even our solar 
system, we seem driven to the other 
extreme, The tendency of all recent 
astronomical research has been to 
give us wider views of the vastness 
and variety and marvellous com- 
plexity of the stellar universe, and 
proportionately, to reduce the im- 
portance of our little speck of earth 
almost to the vanishing point. 

Modern sceptics, in the light 
this knowledge, point out the ir- 
rationality and absurdity of sup- 
posing that the Creator of all this 
unimaginable vastness of suns and 
systems should have any special in- 
terest in so pitiful a creature as 
man, the degraded or imperfectly de- 
veloped inhabitart of one of the 
smaller planets attached to a see~ 
ond or third-rate sun, while that He 
should have selected this little world 
for the scene of the tremendous and 
necessarily unique sacrifice of His 
Son, in order to save a portion of 
these miserable sinners from the na- 
tural consequences of their sins, is, 
in their view, a crowning absurdity 
too incredible to be believed by any 
rational being. 

It must be confessed, he says, that 
theologians have no adequate reply 
to this rude attack, while many of 
them have felt. their position to be 
untenable, and have renounced the 
idea of special revelation and a 
Supreme Saviour for the exclusive 
benefit of so minute and insignifi- 
cant a speck in the universe. 

Dr. Wallace then adduces the evi- 
dence from a great body of new 
facts and observations made within 
the last quarter of a century that 
the earth’s position in the material 
universe is special and probably 
unique. He first asks, Are the stars 
infinite in number ? Then he points 
out that with every increase of 
power in telescopes until recent 
years there had been a proportion- 
ate increase in the number of visible 
stars. There are ubout 200,000 
stars between the first and ninth 
magnitude, the number at each lesser 
magnitude being about three times 
that of the next higher. Now, if 
this rate of increase were continued 
down to the seventeenth magnitude, 
there would be about 1,400,000,000 
visible. In the best modern teles- 
photographic charts show nothing 
approaching this number, The lat- 
est estimate does not exceed 100,- 
000,000. As the instruments reach 
further and further into space they 
find a continuous diminution in the 
number of stars, thus indicating an 
approach to the outer limits of the 
stellar universe. 8 

Ahis conclusion is further enforced 
by the fact that the numerous dark 
passages in the heavens, where 
hardly any stars are visible, and 
those seen, projected on an intensely 
dark background, continue to pre- 
sent the same features in telescopes 

t the highest powers as they do in 
‘hose of moderate size. This could 
not possibly happen if the stars 
wére infinite in number, or even if 
they extended in simila. profusion

fectly straight tunnels of enormous 
length as compared with their dia- 
moter, in which no stare exist, and 
this is considered to be so - impro- 
bable as not to be worthy of con 
sideration. 

Dr. Wallace next considers the most 
striking proof of the limited extent 
of the stellar universe, which con- 
sists in an analysis of the laws of 
Nght. He quotes Prof. Neweomb 
and other physicists, who affirm that 


if the number of stars were infinite ost 


their combined light would be fully 
equal to the sun at midday, whereas 
starlight is only one-fourth as pow- 
erful as moonlight. This proof, 
which cannot be elaborated here, 
Dr. Wallace regards, when taken in 
connection with ic research, 
as altogether conclusive of the lim- 
ited extent of the stellar universe. 

The writer then proceeds to dis- 
cuss in elaborate, fascinating and 
easily intelligible detail the distri- 
bution of the sta in space, the 
latest knowledge of )their movements 
and, finally, the tion in the uni- 
verso of the solar system. His con- 
clusions are: 


“The result so far reached by as- 


tronomers as the direct, logical con- 


clusion from the whole mass of 
facts accumulated by means ot 
powerful instruments of research, 
“which have given us the new astro- 
nomy, is that our sun is one of the 
central orbs of a globular star clus- 
ter, and that this star cluster oc- 
cupies nearly the central position in 
the exact plane of the Milky Way, 
but I am not aware that any writer 
has taken the next step and, com- 
bining these two conclusions, has 
stated definitely that our sun is thus 
shown to occupy a position very 
near if not actually at the centre of 
the whole visible universe, and there- 
fore, in all probability, in the centre 
of the wholo material universe. 

This conclusion no doubt is a 
startling one, and all kinds of ob- 
jections will be made against it; yet 
J am not acquainted with any great 
inductive result of modern science 
that has been arrived at so grad- 
ually, so legitimately, by means of 
so Vast a mass of precise measure- 
ments and observations and by such 
wholly unprejudiced workers. It may 
not be proved with minute ace 
us regards the actual mathematical 
centre. That is not of the least im- 
portance, but that 
tially correct there seems to be no 
good reason to doubt, and I there 
fore hold it right and proper to have 
it so stated and provisionally  ac- 


cepted until further accumulations of | 


evidence may show to. what extent 
it requires modification. 

“This completes the first part of 
our inquiry, but an equally import~- 
ant part remains to be considered: 
Our position in the solar system it- 
self as regards adaptability for or- 
ganic life. Here, too, I am not 
aware that the whole facts have 
been sufficiently considered, yet there 
are facts that indicate our position 
‘in this respect to be, as central and 
unique as that of the sun in the 
stellar universe.“ 

It is not possible to follow Dr. 
Wallace’s cogent arguments in de- 
tail on the question of the adapta- 
bility of other planets for the de- 
velopment of organic life and of the 
higher forms of intellectual beings. 
Writers on this subject, he says, 
have usually been content to show 
that certain planets may possibly be 
now in a condition to support lite 
not dissimilar to that upon the 


earth, but they never have consider | 


ed the precedent question : Could 
such life have originated and been 
developed upon these planets ? This 
is the real crux of the problem, and 
Dr. Wallace believes that full con- 
sideration of the required conditions 
will satisfy us that no other planet 
can fulfil them. 

Dr. Wallace observes that material- 
ists will object that the want of all 
proportion between the means and 
the end condemns the theory that 
the universe was created for the 
production and development of man, 
but he asks if there is any such 
want of proportion. Given infinite 
space and infinite time, there can 
be no such thing as want of pro- 
portion, Hf the end to be reached 
were a great and worthy one, and 
if the particular mode of attaining 
that end were the best or perhaps 
even the only possible one ; Re 
may fairly pressme that it was so 
by the fact that it has been used 
and has succeeded:

TWO SEASONABLE RELISHES 


Look over tho sto away celery 
and pick out the small roots and 
those where the tops have rotted 
away. Save out all that is unharm- 
ed, cut into small pieces and pack 
in a stone jar. Boil 1 gt vinegar 
(if very strong, use part Water). 
Mix 2 tablespoons cornstarch and 2 
of ground mustard, add 1 teaspoon 
each of salt and sugar and a little 
white pepper. Smooth together with 
a little cold water. Add to the 
boiling vinegar and when thoroughly 
boiled up again pour over the celery. 
Cover when cool, and keep in a 
cold place. It will keep for some 
time. Shredded cabbage or sliced 
onions are very nice prepared in 
this way. 

Spiced Apple-—Pare and core tart 
apples, and slice rather thickly. Fill 
a large stone or graniteware dish, 
and to every 2 qts of apple allow 
1-8 teaspoon each of cloves and all- 
spice, 2-8 teaspoon cinnamon, 4 a 
grated nutmeg, 11 cups sugar and 4 
cup. vinegar’ Sprinkle the spices 
through the apple, half cover . with 
water and pour the sugar over the 
top.

Along its sides run hills protecting 
it from fire, and offering sites for 
forts with a good command of the 
surrounding area.

| the remains of the Huron-Iroquois 
tribe furnish by far the best speci- 
mens of cranium. In average in- 
ternal capacity the skulls of mem- 
bers of this tribe surpass, with few 
exceptions, those of all other red- 
skins in America. It is even assert- 
ed that these skulls show almost as 
great a degree of intelligence as do 
those of civilized races of Mexico 
and Peru. This is assertive of the 
superiority of the Huron-Iroquois. 
An interesting specimen in this de- 
partment is the meanderthal skull. 
Its chief feature is a low, retreating 
forehead. In shape it resembles 
most strongly the head of a monkey. 
This meanderthal skull is described 
as the most brutal of all skulls. 


SMALL INDIAN RELICS. 


The collection of Indian relics in- 
cludes a large number of pipes. The 
material generally used in their man- 
ufacture is clay, although there are 
not wanting specimens of the sooth- 
ing instrument laboriously, yet clev- 
erly, hewn from stone. Heads of 
quadrupeds,’ snakes and birds were 
often carved on stone pipes or 
moulded into clay ones. One spe- 
cimen in Mr. Boyle’s collection is 
carved to represent a dog, another a 
bird, and so on. The workmanship 
is generally of a superior order, and 
shows a delicacy of touch, of which 
one would imagine tho Indians incap- 
able, A pipe bowl, ornamented with 
two human faces, is also in the cal- 
lection, 

Prominent on a shelf in the north- 
east corner of the room are the 
head-bones of a monster buffalo. 
When the buffalo roamed in huge 
herds across the prairies, the Indian 
used him for business and pleasure. 
The beast was comprehensive in its 
adaptabilities to the general tasks 
of the redskin. From its hide they 
made leather to cover their shacks, 
and shields, and to construct \ their 
saddles; the sinews gave them 
thread; from the ribs and smaller 
bones they made their knives, and 
| shoveled out their dead comrades’ 
graves with

The exploration party had expect- 
ed to see something extraordinary 
after reading Back's account, and no 
little disappointment was caused 
when one of Mr. Tyrell's assistants 
returned from a trip up the Lock- 
hart River and said that he could 
not locate the falls, that they were 
a myth and had no existence.“ 

Mr. Tyrell concluded to visit the 
locality himself, as he could not 
understand the discrepancy of re- 
ports. Parry's Falls were found 
about six miles from the mouth of 
the river, but Back’s dimensions had 
been 80 exaggerated as to place 
them beyond recognition. The falls 
from top to bottom were 85 feet 
instead of between 400 and 500, and 
the width at the crest was 80 feet 
instead of 200 feet. The falls were 
very beautiful, and at the time he 
visited them were bridged with ice. 
An accurate survey was not attempt- 
ed by the party to approximate the 
falls accurately, so that a guide 
would have no difficulty in following 
the detail work being 
practically correct.

Bran is 
a good substitute for oats to mix 
with ground corn, should oats be 
scarce, Should corn be searce, oats 
is a good feed alone. Sheaf oats is 
an excellent feed for calves. When 
hay is scarce, calves will thrive well 
9 good straw, if grain is fed liberal- 
N. 
A little corn fodder each day is 
good for calves after they get to be 
three or four months old. If allow- 
ed to run in a pasture during the 
grass season, they will do well on 
less grain, but it will pay to feed 
them a little grain, even on a good 
pasture. Calves fed in this way 
may be weaned when they are about 
five or six months old, and they will 
keep on growing and not lose flesh. 
When 12 or 14 months old 
ought to be good thrifty steers, 
ready for full feed. If they reach 
this age in autumn or early winter, 
corn fodder having plenty of ears 
is good for getting them on full 
feed. If they are ready later in the 
season, feed three parts cob meal 
and about one oats. Pigs should 
always follow feeding cattle, at 
least one pig to two steers,

LONG-ABSSMONED PROPERTIES WILL

The reduction works consist of a 
mill of thirty stamps, driven by com- 
pressed air to the extent of 700 horse- 
power, furnished from Deer Falls, 
oyer two miles distant, and conveyed 
in a twelve-inch pipe. The ordinary 
mill process is supplemented to a cer- 
tain extent by the cyanide process and 
the result has proved very satisfac- 
tory. All the shafts are connected by 
tramways with the —— mill; the 
premises and mines are lighted by 
electricity, and everything that skill 
and ingenuity can suggest or devise 
for the economical and efficient work- 
ing of the mine seems to have been 
done. 

Mining men are proverbially difficult 
to obtain information from, but it has 
been learned on very good authority 
that the amount of rock crushed is 
some eighty tons per day, or about 
2,500 ton per month, giying at $8 per 
ton $20,000 per month. 

On the company’s property are two 
or more veins of mispickel, but no 
steps have as yet been taken towards 
their development. 

The importance to the locality of 
the company’s operations is shown by 
the fact that a prosperous village has 
grown up near their works.

IMPROVING THE LIVE STOCK, 


Breeding is a science when it is 
done for the purpose of arriving at 
results which are sought as a possi- 
bility, although the breeder may 
begin in a manner that does not ap- 
parontly warrant him in proceeding 
with his venture. Some breeders 
were 30 years in perfecting one 
breed of sheep and swine. very 
animal sold by them put the  pur- 
chaser 30 years ahead in the line of 
improvement. They simply selected 
the best for breeding purposes every 
year, and were compelled to in-breed 
the animals in order to fix their 
characteristics. The farmer must 
pursue the same course with his 
herds and crops, and he must make 
his selections every year by dis- 
carding every animal that does not 
come up to a certain standard of 
excellence. He must never become 
discouraged, as even the most skil- 
ful breeders succeed in securing but 
a few very valuable specimens in a 
year, though an improvement will be 
noticed every season. The gain is 
but little, and skill is essential, but 
in time the stock differs greatly from 
the original. Should extraordinary 
be observed in certain 
individuals the breeder may aban- 
don his plans and methods and start 
new lines of breeding, as he 
learns by experience during his pro- 
gress and take advantage of acci- 
dent or discoveries, but he always 
adheres to his original object of 
making a breed that is to be adapt- 
ed to a special purpose. Even 
among the best breeds of live stock 
some individuals will be more 
valuable for certain uses than others 
and those with the highest record 
may not display their best points 
of excellence until selected for breed- 
ing. 


WORKING BUTTER, 


The salting and working of  but- 
ter are accountable for a great 
many mistakes in butter making. 
The salt added to butter should be 
uniform from day to day and from 
month to month, otherwise custom- 
ers will be displeased and markets 
lost. Mr. M. A. O’Callaghan, Gov-

FAIRYLAND ON EARTH, 


It was not only on the floor that 
the Peers found themselves delighting 
in this beautiful setting. The light 
balcony, which, starting from the 
canopy of the Throne at the south- 
ern end of the House, turns at the 
angles and skirts each side of the 
Chamber, was filled also with bril- 
liantly-costumed and bejeweled la- 
dies. Most people know that this 
balcony skirts the center of a fine, 
richly-carved, and lofty oak panel- 
ling, reaching from the floor to the 
stained glass windows, Above the 
balcony, in what appears to be the 
solid oak panel, there is a sudden 
opening observed from time to time, 
and beauties enter as if they came 
through the wall on a magic sum- 
mons from fairyland. The opening 
closes and they adorn the panel. 
Thus you might at one moment dur- 
ing the composition of this brilliant 
picture, see a great blank space of 
oaken wall unfilled. and turn your 
attention to another part of the 
canvas, When you turned again the 
blank was filled from the fairyland 
and nothing to show how the pretty 
change had happened. This is what 
can be done with the House of Lords 
in the way of surprises. The bar- 
ons who got us Magna Charta fill 
up niches between the windows, and 
have guardian angels to keep them 
company; but these angels are, with 
all their gilding, dark in. comparison 
bright company that a 
Royal opening of the session brings 
to them.

The canopy of the gilded 
Throne monopolizes, and pictur- 
esquely, too, the greater part of the 
southern balcony, but from between 
the coronal pillars of that canopy 
it could be seen that there also la- 
dies’ were seated; and in the eastern 
corner fittingly sat a visitor from 
China, and due south, another from 
an equatorial clime. 

THE ROYAL PARTY. 

There were few incidents during 
the waiting, only once an order of 
ceremonial fell from the balcony 
among the countesses, fortunately 
without causing anything but good- 
numored commotion. Al h ap- 
peared the Prince of Wales and the 
other members of the Royal Family 
who were expected — the Princess 
Christian, Princess Henry of Batten- 
berg, Princess Margaret of Con- 
naught, and Prince Christian and 
his daughter, Princess Victoria of 
Schleswig-Holstein. The Prince took 
his State chair to the right of the 
King and Queen's State chairs on 
the Throne. The others sat on 
chairs on the west side of the 
House, arranged in line with the 
front Opposition bench and not far 
from the Queen's State chair. The 
company, of course, received them 
Standing, and sat down only when 
the Prince was seated.

THE RING'S HOUSEHOLD. 


MYSTERIOUS DUTIES OF THE 
ARMY OF OFFICIALS. 


Queer Titles and Salaries of the 
Heads of King Edward's 
Household. 


* 

There is a fascination, as well as 
a mystery, about the army of offi- 
clals who constitute the King's 
household ; and the least curious 
man has probably often speculated 
as to what kind of a man a Gentle- 
man-Usher Quarterly Waiter can pos- 
sibly be and how he differs from a 
Groom of the Great Chamber, or as 
to what are the duties of a Gentle 
man-Porter and a Page of the Back 
Stairs. " 

It is quite a small world in itself, 
this domestic retinue of the King, 
a world as interesting as it is little 
known ; and many of its inhabitants 
are the most enviable of men. Who, 
tor instance, would not be willing to 
change places with the Clerk of the 
King's Kitchen, unattractive as the 
title may appear ? This gentleman 
is said to be the autocrat of the 
tnder-world of the Royal palaces, 
where all the dainty dishes arc made 
that are set before the King’’ ; 
and, as becomes such an important 
official, he is reputed to fare more 
delicately than any gourmet in Eng- 
land. 

As a reward for his agreeable du- 
ties he receives $3,500 a year, with 
irreproachable board and lodging“ 
and has a personal retinue of four 
clerks, a messenger, and a neces- 
"lsary woman, whatever the qualify- 
ing adjective may mean. 

Then there is the chief cook, the 
culinary Caesar of the kitchens, who 
also draws $3,500 a year, and no 
doubt earns it well ; and whose 
word is law to a small army of mas- 
ter cooks, _assistant-cooks, appren- 
tices, steam apparatus men, roast- 
ing-cooks, and kitchenmaids, to 
mention a few only of his subjects. 

The Yeomen of the Confectionery 
Department are passing rich on $1,- 
000 and $1,250 a year, with the

The Keeper of the Privy Purse has 
the pleasing duty of signing all the 
King’s cheques and dispensing his 
private charity, in return for $5,- 
000 a year and many perquisities ; 
while the Lord High Almoner, the 


Bishop of Ely, is responsible for the 


distribution of royal alms on Maun- 
dy Thursday and on two other oc- 
casions during each year. 

The Kirg’s medical body guard 
consists of twenty-two of the most 
eminent physicians and surgeons in 
England, to whom the honor is 
more than the comparatively small 
retaining fees they receive. 

His musical taste is ministered to 
by an excellent band, which costs 
nearly $10,000 a year ; of which 
the master receives $1,000, the con- 
ductor $500, and the instrumental- 
ists $200, which is also the salary 
of the ten State trumpeters. Of 
more ornamental officials there are 
eight lords-in- waiting. all high 
noblea ; as many grooms-in-waiting, 
distinguished officers of the army 
and navy, with three extra grooms- 
in-waiting. The Gentlemen-Ushers 
are an army in themselves, and are 
of many classes, of the Privy Cham- 
ber, Black Rod, and Daily and 
Quarterly Waiters.

To these we 
must add a large number of house- 
hold officials, too numerous to men- 
tion, and ranging from the Librarian 
and Poet Laureate to the Master of 
the Royal Barge, the Keeper of the 
Swans, and that most mysterious 
offcial gentleman, the Coroner of 
the Verge,—London Tit-Bits.

rick is nonsense. 


THE STONE OF DESTINY. 


Unfortunately for Tara, it is situ. 
ated only a few hours from London, 
in a distresstul country’’ called Ire- 
land, and about 24 miles from the 
seat of the Viceregal Court. Con- 
sequently it is overlooked by ex- 
plorers and archaeologists. Rich 
men anxious to provide the funds 
for the exploration of Mesopotamia 
or to investigate the remains of 
Babylon have no interest in the 
ancient crowning place of the Kings 
of Ireland, the historic spot asso- 
clated with the most distant past of 
the Green Isle, and which has been 
known to song and story for up- 
wards of five-and-twenty centuries. 

Tara, Tarah, Heamhair, Tea-mur 
(or house of Tea), Taragh, and 
Teamhrah are some of the many 
names of this small hill, a green 
flowing mound about three-quarters 
of a mile long from north to south, 
and rather less than half a mile in 
extreme breadth. It is covered with 
earthworks, commonly known in Ire- 
land as raths, the remains of the 
palaces, fortresses and halls ot 
Tara. 5 

In the centre of the principal of 
theso which has escaped the devist- 
ating plow is a monumental pillar, 
about five and a half feet high, and 
buried about three feet in the 
ground. This is the celebrated Lia- 
fail, or Stone of Destiny, which 
disputes with that in Westminster 
Abbey the claim to be the true Pil- 
lar of Jacob. 

This principal rath is known as 
the Rath na Riogh, or Rath of the 
King, and the Liafail stands on the 
grave where 50 Irish patriots, whose 
ears had been slit for a previous 
rebellion, fought, died and were 
buried, in a last stand in 1798. 
Here on the top of the ancient home 
of Ireland’s Kings they sleep under 
last sleep, with the stone of fate 
as their monument. 

The other principal remains 
King Cormath’s rath, the crowning 
mound from which the Liafail was 
removed to its present position, and 
a long, narrow excavation, locally 
called Tara's Hall.“ 25 


THE STORY OF A PRINCESS 


Disregarding the absolutely legend- 
ary history of Tara, the first au- 
thentic story is associated with a 
princess, who came over the Magh 
Rein (plain of the sea) in 580 B. C., 
and who married the Heremon of 
Ulster. She was accompanied by a 
Prophet, or Revealer, known as 
Olan Fodhle, and his teribe or 
pupil, Simon Burgh. They also 
brought with them the Liafail and 
came via Spain. 

The Annals of the Four Masters, 
which are the oldest written history 
Ireland possessess, state that this 
lady, Tea Tephi, was a daughter of 
Pharaoh, who married the Heremon 
of Ulster, the ruler of the Tuatha de 
Danans, an Eastern tribe who had 
conquered Ireland about 1342 to 
to 1029 B.C, Daughter of Pharaoh 
only implies royal descent and 
Egyptian origin. 

She chose as her dowry (a typical 
Jewish custom) this hill to be the 
site of her palace and for a burying 
Place. The old prophet who accom- 
panied her gave to Ireland her first 
written code of laws. The Liafail, 
or stone of destiny, was set up as a 
crowning stone, the tradition being 
that it groaned when the rightful 
heir sat upon it. Two hundred and 
fifty years later Fergus, the brother 
of the new reigning monarch of Ire- 
land, crossed to Scotland and took 
a stone with him ; whether the real 
Liafail or not no man can 
Fergus was a direct descendant 
Tea Tephi's race, and he and his 
descendants were trowned on the 
smaller stone until Edward I. re- 
moved it to Westminster. The tra- 
dition, however, followed it, for the 
race who had usurped it died out, 
and it was James XI. of Scotland 
who founded the new English line 
of monarchs crowned on the Scot- 
tish stone, and James XI. was des- 
cended from Tea Tephi. 


SOME COINCIDENCES. 


Who was Tea Tephi ? The legends 
handed down by an uneducated pea- 
gantry are rarely accurate; but, on 
the other hand, they are often very 
near the truth. There is no smoke, 
in fact, without fire. The Irish oral 
tradition is that Tea Tephi was the 
daughter of Zedekiah, the last king 
of David's line. She disappeared in 
Egypt with Jeremiah and Baruch in 
588 B.C. 

It is certainly a curious coincid- 
ence that only eight years later 
there appeared a princess in Ireland.

that they brought with them a 
stone or stones of grent sanctity, 
one of which to this day is en- 
shrined in Westminster Abbey and 
known to popular superstition as 
“Jacob's stone Tea is practical 
ly a Hebrew word meaning tender 
one.”

In any case, a spot so renowned 
in Irish history, is worth excavat- 
ing and exploring, but it should be 
done scientifically and under gov 
ernment supervision. The hill tops 
of Ireland have yielded much valo- 
able archacological matter in the 
past, although most of them have 
been ravaged in early times by the 
Danes, who discovered that gold 
ornaments were often to be found 
concealed in them.

Doctors prescribe these tinctures 
made with dilute proof spirit as 
caustics, irritants, stimulants, 
tonics, It has been nothing but our 
foolish fiscal regulations with regard 
to the importation of pure alcohol 
that haa given over the drug and 
allied trades into the hands of Ger- 
mans and Americans. 

The painter and decorator would 
be at his wits’ ends to find a sub- 
stitute for alcohol. What else could 
the varnish maker use to dissolve 
the resins of which he uses such 
quantities ? The instrument maker 
would be lost without alcohol. Ak 
cohol has the rare and curious pro- 
perty of refusing to solidify even 
under fhe most bitter Arctic cold. 
It is therefore invaluable for use in 
thermometers and similar instru⸗ 
ments employed in climates where 
mercury becomes solid with frost. 

Collodion is indispensable to the 
photographer. Collodion could not 
be prepared without the use of al- 
cohol, so it may almost be said that 
science and industry of 
photography depends on alcohol. 
So, too, do the manufacturers of 
sulpholine chloral, of artifielal bil- 
liard balls, and of the new modified 
cordite powder. Finally, natural 
historians would have much dim. 
culty in finding any substitute for 
spirits as a means for preserving in- 
tact and perfect specimens which 
would otherwise be lost to science.

PERSIAN ETIQUETTE. 
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Host and Guest Seat Themselves 
at the Same Moment. 


In Persia the slightest transgres- 
sion of the rigid rules of etiquette 
is deemed rather worse than a 
crime, It is the proper thing in 
that country to make an afternoon 
call in the morning ; the earlier, the 
better. A writer in Leisure Hour 


tells of one occasion when hg.--dug- 
gested calling in the aftgndon of a 
certain day. The P n gentleman 


on whom he was to call cordially as- 
sented, and said he should expect 
him at seven in the morning. 
Persian houses, are, as a rule, very 
simply furnished. There are neither 
tablés nor chairs, but only cushions 
placedr on the carpeted floor all 
round the room. Possibly your host 
out of consideration for a Euro- 
pean’s inability to make himself 
comfortable on the floor, has pro- 
vided one solitary high-backed chair 
for you to sit on. He conducts you 
to it, and bowing, invites you to 
be seated in most courteous phrase- 
ology and with graceful waving of 
the hands. Etiquette, however, for- 
bids you to seat yourself before he 
does, and it also forbids the host to 
sit down before his guest is seated. 
Hence each politely declines to sit 
down before the other, and a con- 
test of courtesy ensues, which ends 
at last in both host and guest seat- 
ing themselves at the same moment, 
the guest on his host’s right hand. 
But how about the one solitary 
chair ? Your instinct suggests that, 
as your host has taken the trouble 
to provide it for you, the most 
courteous thing is to take it. But it

Concerning these some interesting 
facts have been made known by Mrs. 
J. M. Wilson, wife of the Hudson 
Bay Company's agent at Fort Chi- | 
mo, a small trading post in North 
Ungava, on the Koheka River, a 
few mies from the mouth of that 
stream. With her er menden 
this lady is the onfy white woman 
who has ever set foot in that north- 
ern region and she spent altogéther 
about ten years among its rude in- 
habitants. 

The Indians, she tells, follow the 
same manner of living as their 
kinsmen in the west. They live in 
wig-wams and pass from place to 
place after the game and fish on 
which they subsist. 

The Esquimaux shelter themselves 
in winter in low-set structures of 
snow, which are exchanged in sum- 
mer for wretched huts made of 
drift-wood. 

The dress of the Esquimaux con- 
sists of a huge, loose blouse and a 
pair of trousers, all of fur, the pelt 
being worn next to the skin. The 
women are garbed like the men, but 
the blouse is cut low at the neck, 
leaving their breasts partially ex- 
posed. Tro protect the part uncover- 
ed, they wear, when they go abroad, 
a long, fur dickie, which hangs 
from the neck to the waist. At the 
back, their blouse ends in a broad, | 
flat tail, similar to a seal’s, while 
it rises into a large, wide hood, | 
bag-shaped at one side, to provide a| 
pocket for the baby, which spénds | 
the first three years of its life | 
on its mother’s back.

That Japan is not running behind 
other nations in educational work ot 
a technical kind is shown in reports 
of the work begun by Baron Twa- 
saki, head of the great Mitsu Bishi 
company, of Tokio and Nagasaki, in 
educating Japanese lads at the 
Nagasaki shipbuilding. yards of the 
concern, 

He has, recently started in connee- 
tion with the plant a technical 
raining school for boys, the idea 
being to turn out a number of well- 
trained young workmen every year. 

The school already has several 
hundred pupils, who have been di- 
vided into four classes. They spend 
some of their time in classroom 
work and several hours a day are 
devoted to work of the apprentice- 
ship sort. To help them in their 
studies the pupils have not only 
the advantage of a well equipped 
library, but also that of one of- the 
best plants in the cast to work in. 

The Mitsa Bishi company has three 
establishments, the largest of which 
covers eighty acres. The first con- 
tains a repairing slip, the second a 
graving dock and engineering works 
and the third 
graving dock and four building 
berths. One of the two docks is 513 
feet long, and another which will ex- 
tend out 600 feet, is in course of 
construction now. 

The plant also possesses a large 
equipment of all sorts of machinery, 
and is instulking electricity as a mo- 
tive power.

HOUSE CLEANING. 


In the spring s young man’s 
fancy.” we have often heard, ‘‘light- 
ly turns to thoughts of love.” But 
mother turns to thoughts of house 
cleaning, for the gay sunshine af 
lengthening days will show up the 
begrimed corners most relentlessly. 

And then she can remember right 
well all the places that do not 
show. She knows the chimney needs 
burning out, and is wise enough to 
choose a still, rainy day for this, 
when the roof is wet. A long sap- 
ling that. is not too dry, with a 
good bunch of corn husks tied to 
it, performs the task when it is 
lighted and poked up the chimney. 
This is such a clean way. for no 
soot dares to scatter over the car 
pet, and it takes but a few moments 
for each chimney. Still, it there 
should happen to be an unlooked 
for fire, on a dry, Windy day, throw 
on a big handful of salt and keep 
the roof wet. 

But if the chimney sweeper takes 
any other method, all the pictures 
and furniture must be snugly cover- 
ed. If a little black soo on 
the carpet, corn meal uae rub 
bed over it and then quickly swept 
of, repeating a number of times un- 
til no trace remains to tell of 
chimney’s bad behavior. 

A blacker, sadder condition is 
when ink is spilt on the bare floor. 
It can only be removed with power- 
ful acids, but they are dreadfully 
dangerots to use.

Before much is done to the floor, 
it’s not a bad idea, though, to look 
skyward. There is „ someone 
in the house clever enough to white- 
wash the ceilings and perhaps the 
kitchen walls, too, and a bit ot 
color might be used here. The 
whitewash spatterings like to cling 
to the floor pretty well, so why not 
spread newspapers around ? For 
the mixture, either well powdered 
lime can be used (this is sold al- 
ready prepared) or a harder pre- 
paration composed of 10 cents“ 
worth of kalsomine, 5 cents’ worth 
of glue dissolved in warm water, 
two quarts of soft soap and a 
little powdered bluing. If some of 
the outbuildings also receive a coat 
of this they look ever so fresh and 
clean, and lend a real thrifty look 
to the premises. : 

Would anyone ever think that 
Stale bread. would help in house 
cleaning ? Just rub a little piece on 
the soiled places on the wall paper 
and see. Of course for a very dirty 
spot match a piece of wall paper 
over it and paste on with four mix 
ed with cold water. 

Then -there’s always the woodwork 
to clean. It looks like quite a 
mountainous undertaking to many 
women. Once in a while there have 
been cases known where father or 
brother helped with this | When 


soap or ammonia assist. But who- 
ever does this part must wash a lit- 
tle space and wipe it right away, so 
it will shine as if trying to look 
glad.
